THE SOUTH’S OPPORTUNITY. 

In a memorial submitted by Hon. 
John Thompson Brown, rector of the 
board of visitors of the Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, demonstrating the 
wisdom of liberal appropriations for the 
institution by the general assembly of 
Virginia, is the following regarding stu- 
dents of the institution: 


Entering college and surrounded there for 
years by an atmosphere of work, taught the 
value of self-help, self-reliance, imparted 
aptitude for work and respect for it, they 
have been fitted by a judicious combination 
of theoretical and practical instruction for 
immediate entrance upon lives oft scientific 
and industrial activity, offering lucrative and 
honorable employment. 

And the college has, by the moderation of 
its charges and by its policy of offering paid- 
for work—waiterships in dining-hall, fire- 
men’s places in the engine,dynamo and boiler 
rooms, milkers’ and feeders’ places at the 
barns, clerkships and messengers’ places in 
the offices, and many similar positions— 
brought this training within the reach of 
promising and enterprising youths of the 
narrowest means—youths who would have 
been unable without such help to secure any 
collegiate training whatever. And hundreds 
of young men have eagerly seized the oppor- 
tunities thus opened to them. 

Applications in increasing numbers pour in 
for every position offering employment. Ap 
pointments to such positions are limited to 
students who have been tested and have good 
class and military standing. More than 100 
are filed for 25 waiterships in the dining-hall. 

Many letters begging for employment to 
enable the writers to secure an education are 
of the most deserving description. Each year 
from 50 to 75 boys have been enabled by the 
help of such positions partly to meet their 
college expenses. Graduates trained by such 
methods have rapidly won positions of honor 
and trust. 

Such facts may be duplicated from 
the experience of the agricultural and 
mechanical colleges in other Southern

individual. Another is the compara- 
tively slow growth of a public opinion 
strong enough to impress upon legisla- 
tive bodies the necessity for liberal ap- 
propriations for the support of technical 
schools. The second removed would un- 
doubtedly contribute toward the _ re- 
moval of the first. 

None of the technical schools is doing 
as much as should be done if the rising 
generation of the South is to enjoy to 
the full participation in Southern de- 
velopment. Not one of them is equipped 
as it should be to meet the needs of the 
students already within its walls, how- 
ever enthusiastic its teaching corps may 
be and however well planned its cur- 
riculum. It is, therefore, not to be ex- 
pected that all Southern lads inclined 
to follow technical careers can follow 
their natural bent, and consequently 
much valuable material is being lost to 
the South. An increase in State appro- 
priations to meet the growing needs of 
such an institution as the Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute can be regarded only 
as a safe and sure investment for the 
State, and would result in an expansion 
of the opportunities for poor but brave 
lads to work their way through its 
courses. The desired public opinion, 
making such an increase in appropria- 
tions possible, will be cultivated by just 
such lucid arguments for technical 





training as that by Dr. P. H. Mell, presi- 
dent of Clemson College, South Caro- 
lina, published on another page of this 
week’s issue of the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD. 

Xven with generous support of the 
technical schools by the State, there will 
still be limited opportunities in them 
for poor boys to work out their tuition. 
As a matter of fact, no boy willing to 
assume such a handicap should be thus 
handicapped. He deserves a better op- 
portunity. He has within him stuff too 
valuable to be abserbed in mere bread- 
winning while he is fitting himself to 
be a leader in Southern production. It 
should not be necessary for poor boys 
to spend part of their time in the schools 
in toil or in work other than that bear- 
ing directly upon their future careers. 
Here is an opportunity for liberal indi- 
viduals to supplement directly State 
liberality. They should provide scholar- 
ships to be enjoyed by the worthy lads 
as loans to be repaid for the benefit of 
their successors in the schools. There 
is not a single Southern State where 
there are not at least 100 men who could 
found such scholarships at a cost hardly 
excelling their annual bills for cigars or 
other luxuries. The $200 or $300 or 
$400 scholarship under the loan system 
self-perpetuating, and _ it 
would be an easy matter for every agri- 
cultural and mechanical college in the 
South to have within the next five or 
ten years 200 or 300 such scholarships 
at an initial cost of $100,000, divided 
among as many individuals as there are 
scholarships. The money may never re- 
turn as cash to the donors, but it will 
remain forever as a fund inspiring the 
young men of the South to their best

beneficiaries. Earnest, disinterested and 
devoted men and women in the South, as 
well as in other parts of the country, are 
beginning to perceive that the agitation 
organized in Massachusetts upon an abso- 
lutely selfish and material, but mistaken, 
basis and carried by way of Alabama in 
logical process to headquarters in New 
York city has been promoted with such 
misguided zeal and left to such incompe- 
tent leadership as to alienate many, many 
substantial interests and influential indi- 
viduals who must be considered if any 
movement for the real benefit of society is 
to succeed. Meanwhile, some of the lead- 
ers seem to be getting rattled. In Boston 
the other day one of them was quoted as 
follows : 

“Why cannot the children of Massachu- 
setts, like the children of Illinois, have the 
eight-hour day? Because the owners of 
the Southern mills, largely Massachusetts 
men and women, use Southern competition 
to block the way.” 

That is an odd mixture of misinforma- 
tion embodying a view which has been cur- 
rent for five or six years, in spite of obvi- 
ous facts to the contrary, but is hardly as 
startling as this statement, attributed to 
the same authority : 

“The stockyards are the great blot on 
Chicago and its great nuisance. But Bos- 
ton is more responsible for this than Chi- 
cago, for the stockyards are more largely 
owned by Boston capitalists than by men 
of Chicago. If Chicago people owned them 
they would burn them up and go out of 
business.” 

As Massachusetts capital in Southern 
mills has been notable for work done in 
behalf of the education of Southern chil- 
dren and of the physical and moral welfare 
of Southern mill workers generally, the 
speaker who attributes sane opposition to 
the piling on of the sociological agony in 
Massachusetts to lack of humanitarianism 
on the part of the element there who 
may be financially interested in Southern 
industry is probably just as mistaken in 
the belief that, if Chicago people owned 
the stockyards, they would burn them. It 
is not unlikely that still it is asserted 
that opponents to the child-labor campaign 
are in favor of employing immature chil- 
dren in gainful pursuits. But that is an- 
other terrible delusion of the promoters of 
the campaign who induce tender-hearted 
men and women to endorse, without realiz- 
ing its full significance, socialistic legisla- 
tion and thereby insure a continuation of 
contributions to the campaign. 





Reports from Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., an- 
nounce a very bright outlook for the phos- 
phate industry in that district.

~ GEMENT POSSIBILITIES OF THE SOUTH I. 


By Epwin C. EcKket of the United States Geological Survey. 


[Written for the Manufacturers’ Record.] 


The rapid growth of the American Port- 
land cement industry within the past 10 
years or so has been remarkable for the 
quietness with which the increase has 
taken place. The magazine writer and 
the newspaper correspondent have failed 
to realize that in the past decade a new 
and financially impressive line of manu- 
facturing has appeared, and that its prod- 
uct has been able to develop a market, at 
first in the face of severe foreign competi- 
tion. The reason for the lack of public 
knowledge of the subject is due largely to 
the fact that most Portland cement plants 
have been financed and handled in a thor- 
oughly businesslike way. Except in a few 
Western localities, no attempt has been 
made to “boom” the industry, and no par- 
ticular effort has been made to obtain 
money from the general public for invest- 
ment in the business. While this is, of 
course, a good thing for the industry finan- 
cially, it has the incidental effect of keep- 
ing the importance of the trade out of the 
public mind. The discovery of a new gold 
camp in Nevada is widely advertised, while 
the building of a new cement plant passes 
unnoticed, though the annual output of 
the cement plant will probably far out- 
value that of the gold district. 

What has been accomplished in this 
quiet way by the American Portland ce- 
ment industry is well brought out in the 
following table :

How the South Stands. 

From these figures it will be seen that 
the industry as a whole has had a most re- 
markable growth. It is unpleasant to be

United States, only five are located south 
of the Potomac and Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi, and their output represents 
only about 3 per cent. of the total Ameri- 
can output. 

This weak condition of the Southern 
cement industry is not due to lack of good 
raw materials, for, as will be pointed out 
later, such raw materials are plentifully 
distributed throughout most parts of the 
South. It is not due to lack of local de- 
mand or market, for thousands of barrels 
of English, Belgian and German cements 
are annually brought into the ports of 
Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, Gulfport 
and New Orleans. It seems to be due 
chiefly to the disinclination of Southern 
capitalists to take interest in a line of 
trade to which they are unaccustomed. 
The result of this attitude is that the few 
cement plants now operating or building 





in the South are largely controlled by 


Northern or foreign capital. 


Southern Cement Resources. 

The limestones, clays and shales neces 
sary for the preparation of a Portland 
cement mixture are very widely distrib 
uted throughout the Southern States, and 
many localities can be found which seem 
to promise satisfactory and profitable re- 
sults for a cement plant. In the following 
articles an attempt will be made to de 
scribe both the general distribution of such 
raw materials and the factors on which 
their value depends. 

As fuel is a very large item in the cost 
of Portland cement manufacture, a de 
posit of good cement rock is practically 
valueless unless coal, oil or gas can be 
secured cheaply. For this reason the 
States of North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Florida, along with most of Missis 
sippi, Western Tennessee, Southern Geor 
gia and Eastern Virginia, can hardly b 
expected to develop into important cement 
Alabama, West Vir 


ginia, Northern Georgia and portions of 


producing districts.

Virginia, Kentucky and Tennessee 
a diferent position, for here ample sup 
plies of good coal are at hand, and a 
cement plant located in these areas would 
be assured of a steady supply of cheap and 
satisfactory fuel. On this account the de 
scriptions given later have been restricted 
to the areas last named. Many other dis 
tricts in the South contain good cement 
materials, but are handicapped by lack of 
fuel. 
The Value of Deposits. 

Determining the possible value for Port 
land cement manufacture of a deposit of 
raw material is a complex problem, de 
pending upon a number of distinct fac 
tors, all of which must be given due con 
sideration. The more important of the 
factors are: 

1. Chemical composition of the mate 
rial. 

2. Physical character of the material. 

3. Amount of material available. 

4. Location of the deposit with respect 
to transportation routes. 

5. Location of the deposit with relation 
to fuel supplies. 

6. Location of the deposit with respect 
to markets. 

Ignorance of the respective importance 
of these factors frequently leads to an 
overestimate of the value of a deposit of 
raw material. Their effects may be briefly 
stated as follows: 

1. Chemical

A clay or shale should satisfy the above 
equation and should be freg from sand, 
gravel, etc. Alkalies and sulphates should, 
if present, not exceed 3 per cent. or so. 

The nearer a limestone approaches in 
composition to the mixture used in Port- 
land cement manufacture the greater its 
value for that purpose, for it will require 
the addition of less extraneous material to

It will be seen that the usual mixtures 
carry from 75 to 77 per cent. of lime car- 
bonate. Bearing this in mind, it will be 
obvious that there is a great advantage in 
using as one of the raw materials a lime 
stone of about this degree of purity. The 
Selma chalk from the Roberts place in 
Alabama, quoted in a later article, is a 
good example of this. It will be seen that 
it carries naturally 75.57 per cent. of lime 
carbonate, which is just about the proper 
percentage for a good Portland cement 
mixture. If rock of this composition oc 
curred in sufficient quantity it would re 
quire but little admixture of other mate 
rials to keep it correct in composition, 

2. Physical Composition.—Economy in 
excavation and crushing requires that the 
raw materials should be as soft as possible 
This condition is admirably met by the 
chalky limestones of the Tombigbee river 
district, and they should show a consider 
able saving in crushing costs as against

3. Amount Available.—A Portland ec 
ment plant running on dry raw materials 
such as a mixture of limestone and shale, 
will use approximately 20,000 tons of raw 
material per year per 60-foot kiln. Of 
this, about 15,000 tons are limestone and 
000 tons shale. Assuming that the lime 
stone weighs 160 pounds per cubic foot, 
which is a fair average weight, each kiln 
in the plant will require about 190,000 
cubic feet of limestone per year. As the 
shale or clay may be assumed to contain 
considerable water, a cubie foot will prob 
ably contain not over 125 pounds of dry 
material, so that each kiln will also re 
quire about 80,000 cubie feet of shale or 
clay. 

A cement plant is an expensive under- 
taking, and it would be folly to locate one

material in sight. This would require 


that, to justify the erection of cement 
plant on any property 

For each 60-foot kiln of the proposed 
plant there must be in sight at least 3,800, 
000 cubie feet of limestone and 1,600,000 
cubic feet of clay or shale. Jf longer kilns 
are employed the rock reserve should be 
greater than this, about in porportion to 
the length of the kiln. 

4. Location with Respect to Transpor 
tation Routes.—Portland cement is, for its 
value, a bulky product, and is therefore 
much influenced by the subject of trans- 
portation routes. To locate a plant on 
only one railroad, unless the railroad offi 
cials are financially connected with the 
cement plant, is simply to invite disaster. 
At least two transportation routes should 
be available, and it is best of all if one of 
them be a good water route. 

5. Location with Respect to Fuel Sup 
plies.—Every barrel (380 pounds) of 
Portland cement marketed implies that at 
least 200 to 300 pounds of coal have been 
used in the power plant and the kilns. In 
other words, each kiln in the plant will, 
with its corresponding crushing machin- 
ery, use up from 6000 to 9000 tons of coal 
per year. The item of fuel cost is there- 
fore highly important, for in the average 
plant about 30 to 40 per cent. of the total 
cost of the cement will be chargeable to 
coal supplies. 

The fuel most commonly used in mod- 
ern rotary kiln practice is bituminous coal 
pulverized very finely. Coal for this pur- 








pose should be high in volatile matter and 
in ash and sulphur as possible.

Industrial education has been so long established in the South, it seems superfluous 
to debate the question of its value to the entire people. The writer has been intimately 
connected with the work for 27 years as professor in the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Alabama and president of the Clemson Agricultural College of South Caro 
lina, and he has seen the institutions pass through the formative period to their present 
success. It is not extravagant, therefore, to assert that these colleges have reached a 
stable growth, and they have proven by years of successful work their right to a posi 
tion of permanence in the structure of the Southern system of civilization. 

It is sad, however, to note that, in spite of the thousands of young men throughout 
the country who are developing the natural, commercial and industrial resources of the 
South as a result of their education at these colleges, many of our legislators are not 
content to let the colleges perform their work unmolested, but bills are often introduced 
in the State legislatures proposing to curtail the usefulness of the colleges and to reduce 
their incomes. There is great need for the propagation of education among the men 
who are aspirants for the people’s suffrage at the poles—an education which will 
impress upon politicians as well as upon voters the impertance of preparing our youths 
to take up the burdens that their fathers will soon lay down—and it seems to me that 
it would be an important step for us to begin building our educational system in that 
direction. The preparation of boys by the education of their hands, eyes and brains to 
manage the great manufacturing enterprises which the South is so rapidly acquiring is 
a problem now before us. We should encourage capital and brain power from abroad 
to come in our midst, but at the same time we should give every opportunity to our 
Southern boys to equip themselves for acceptably filling the industrial positions which 
are constantly opening.

The morning light is rapidly bi the The young man, in his vigor 
of mind and body, is taking hold of the plow, hammer and pick, and by his thrift, com 
mon sense and appreciation of the value of the dignity of labor is pouring money into 
our Southern banks, preparing for the great industrial awakening of the entire South 
now taking place; in fact, the hum of machinery and the grazing of cattle on our thou 
sand hills prove that the people of the South are departing from their old-time indiffer 
ence and are crying out for more men to help. The colleges must meet this demand 
The immediate and prospective opportunities for Southern boy n industries of al 
kinds are manifest if one but opens his eves while traveling through the South. The 
time has passed when we were compelled to look to the North for exp to build out 
mills, machine shops and railways. Our own boys are doing this, but the demand is 
greater than the supply. The responsibility rests heavily upon the lawmakers in pro 


viding suflicient money with which to equip the colleges with the best material, build 
ings and appliances so that a high order of industrial education may be offered to ow 
Southern youths. It is sad to say, however, that in some of our States there is a dispo 
sition on the part of the legislature to shirk this responsibility In Georgia the legisla 
ture is considering bills to curtail the income of the university because the board of 
trustees are endeavorng to enlarge the plant to meet the demands of the times In 
their efforts to extend their plant for the better equipment of the agricultural depart 


ment of the university an appropriation of $100,000 was asked for by the board of 
trustees from the Georgia legislature, but there were enough votes polled to sh: the 
bill for another year, while other appropriation bills, local and of less importance: 
became laws. The university must wait, and yet boys are clamoring for the needed 
education to prepare them to develop the natural resources of the great State of Geo 
gia. In Alabama the State College at Auburn is overcrowded with youths—more than 
the laboratories can accommodate—-and yet appeal after appeal to the legislature bring 
no relief. In South Carolina the Clemson Agricultural College asks to be let alone t 
solve her problems with the income from the tax on fertilizers She ks for \j 
priation from the State treasury, and yet bills are annually introduced to divert lat 
portions of the income in order to found and aid other institutions in different portion 
of the State. The clamor is that too much money is being spent by the colleg When 
will the patience of the people be exhausted, and when will they rise up in their might 
and demand that these State colleges shall be fostered and supported by the legisla 
tures, so that the sons and daughters of the South may receive ample and adequat 
education for the times? 

When we look out over the Southern country and see the enterprises going up in 
every direction and the earnestness of the people in demanding education becom 
encouraged, and our hope is that the day is not far distant when it will be a very 
unpopular thing to oppose the agricultura. and mechanical colleges he agitation 
nmong the people produces a bright outlook for the futur In the discussion of these 


questions of education we must not overlook the importance o the common schools, for 


fear that we may make our system topheay It is necessary, therefore, in our con 
sideration of the colleges, to devise some plan for the proper development of the common 
schools in the preparation of the youths for college work here must be in some por 
tions of our land a complete revolution of the system, methods and facilities of the 
educational system before we can accomplish the best results in the education of all 
classes. ‘The following suggestions may indicate in an inadequate degree how such 
system may be developed : 

I. Uhe Common School.—There should be two departments in this fundamental 
part of the educational system-—(1) the kindergarten, (2) the school for children ove 
S and under 15 years of age. The teaching management in the common schools should 
be earefully selected, and the teachers should be skilfully prepared to train the young 
minds. In the second department of the common schools the most, if not all, of the 
time should be devoted to training in elementary English, with special attention to 
spelling and correct writing, arithmetic, algebra and geometry, and a good elementary 
course in English and American history, Geography should be taught and limited 
amount of freehand drawing. It would be well to keep all other topics out of the con 
mon schools, so that the students may be well drilled in these fundamentals 

Il. Vhe High School.—The pupil should, upon graduation from the common 
school, be given a certificate which will admit him to the high school without examina 
tion. There should be one well-manned, thoro ighly-equipped high schoo! in each con 
gressional district, and strong, well-trained teachers should be placed in charge Ih 
course of study must be in advance of that given in the common schools in Engiish 
mathematics and history, and there may be added in the upper classes an elementary 
course in some of the s« ientes, such as botany, physical geography iericuitlure ind 
physiology. An additional course may be added in practical work in the use of the 
common tools, such as the hammer, saw and plane, and a short course in woodcarving 
and a continuation of drawing would be of advantage. An elaborate attempt, howeve 
should not be made to introduce into the high school advanced practical industrial 
instruction. ‘This should be left to the college course The efforts on the part of the 
common and high schools must be largely directed towards the preparation of the pupil 
in the elementary subjects, giving good foundation instruction in English and mathe 
matics, so that when the boy enters college he will be able to express himself ind 
to understand fully the higher subjects of learning

In his plea for the creation of a South- 
ern Appalachian forest reserve Dr. Pratt 
incidentally refers to the unequaled va- 
riety of hardwoods and conifers in North 
Carolina. He says: 

“Throughout the whole area of the 
State the great variety of soils and climate 
has brought together trees from all parts 
of Eastern America, so that 24 kinds of 





oaks are to be found in the State, 
which is three more than occur in any 
State to the north of this one and 
two more than are to be found in any 
State to the south. Of the nine kinds of 
hickories known to occur in the United 
States, eight have been found in North 
Carolina. Here are all six maples of the 
Eastern United States, all the lindens, all 
six of the American magnolias, three of 
the birches, eight pines out of eleven, both 
species of hemlock and balsam-fir, three 
elms out of five, six arborescent species of 
plum and cherry, and three of pyrus 
(apples). 

“The bleak and exposed mountain sum- 
mits bear forests of trees which there find 


their southern limit, but extend north- 
ward through Northern New York and 


New England to Canada. Such trees are 
the black spruce (the balsam), striped and 
spiked maples, mountain sumac, which is 
really an apple, balsam-fir and aspen, all, 
unless sheltered by other trees or by the 
slopes of the mountain above them, rugged 
and dwarfed from the cold and constant 
wind to which they are exposed. 

“The commercial forest trees are on the 
slopes of the mountains and in the ravines 
and valleys. Some of these trees have 
wide distribution to the north of North 
Carolina or to the south of it, or in both 
directions, and some of them are restricted 
in their distribution to North Carolina or 
to the region around the Southern Appa- 
lachian mountains. 

“The 
oaks, white linden and big shag-bark hick- 
ory, prominent trees of the central States, 


mossy cup, yellow and _ shingle 


extend as far to the southeast as central 
North Carolina, while trees of the North, 
like hemlock, sugar or hard maple, North- 
ern red oak, cherry, birch and white pine, 
and of the Northeast, like the pignut hick- 
ory, chestnut, Northern pitch pine and 
balsam, enter more or less largely into the 
composition of the forests of the western 
parts of the State. 

“Many trees of wide distribution, and 
among them some of the most valuable, 
extend from this State in all directions— 
the white, post, black, scarlet and Spanish 
oaks, the red and white maples, the white 
hickory and brown heart and shag-bark 
hickories, short-leaf pine, poplar, 
red cedar, black cherry and black walnut. 
The cypress, water and willow oaks, 
downy poplar, swamp white oak (Q. 
Michauxii, Nutt.), Southern elm and 
planer trees are trees having a great range

CHESAPEAKE & OHIO. 


President Stevens Tells How It Has 
Increased Its Shipping Facilities. 





[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.] 
Richmond, Va., March 10. 
“The Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad is 
not in a position of antagonism to the con- 
struction of other railroads into the New 
River-Kanawha coal fields of West Vir- 
ginia,”’ declared President George W. Ste- 
vens in the course of a conversation I had 
with him here. 
“We have 
Deepwater Railroad in more than one in- 


even co-operated with the 


stance.” he added. “One such instance is 
shown in our joining that road in building 
yards at Deepwater, where the Deepwater 
road joins the Chesapeake & Ohio.” 

This statement was made in answer to 
a remark that I had heard in West Vir- 
ginia that a ground of complaint against 
the railroad there was their alleged policy 
of tying up a large territory, so that the 
owners of coal lands in undeveloped sec- 
tions could neither be served by railroads 
now in operation nor relieved by the con- 
struction of new and independent lines, 

“While it is true,” said Mr. Stevens, 
“that it has been difficult for the railroads 
to increase equipment facilities to take 
eare of the rapidly-increasing business of 
West Virginia, and to develop the country 
in keeping with the demands that have 
been made, yet it should not be lost sight 
of that within the last six years there has 
been an increase of 300 per cent. in the 
shipping facilities of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, and with the new equipment we 
have secured and are still to receive we 
are taking care of the business today in a 
manner that is proving fairly satisfactory 
to shippers along our line, as I have every 
reason to believe. At both lake and sea- 
board ports I believe we have been able to 
meet the demand for New River-Kanawha 
coal during this season in a way to justify 
little or no complaint. 

“The demand for cars has been enor- 
mous the country over during the past few 
years, and it has been an easy matter to 
criticise railroad management. We are 
always anxious to hear complaints, how- 
ever, and are ready to do everything in our 
power to furnish facilities and to remove 
grounds for complaint wherever possible. 

“In a State of such rapid development 
as West Virginia is now experiencing—a 
which would 


development, by the way, 


have been manifestly impossible without 


the co-operation of the railroads—it is a 
great problem to increase shipping facili 
ties and equipment to keep up with the re- 
quirements of newly-developed territory. 
While we are double-tracking a large por- 
tion of our line, and have increased our 
car supply very greatly within the past six 
years, yet there is a limit to the increase 
possible in all these directions, and we are 
now seeking to increase our facilities for 
shipments rather than to build new lines 
until we are in position to handle increased 
business. With the exception of the Potts 
Creek Valley branch in Virginia and the 
Coal River Railroad in West Virginia, we 
are not now undertaking the construction 
of any new lines, but are, as I have stated, 
devoting our attention to increasing the 
facilities for handling the business on the
